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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Amendment filed 7/7/05 has been entered and considered by the Examiner. Claim 3 has been 
canceled. Claims 5-8 have been added. Currently, claims 1, 2, 4-8 are pending in the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 4-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the reference of the Prior Art of record fails to teach of suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically comprising the limitation of a light 
emitting device which comprises a light emitting component having a phosphor having an active layer of 
a semiconductor capable of absorbing a part of light emitted from the light emitting component and 
emitting light of wavelength different from that of the absorbed light, wherein: a) said light emitting 
component is a LED which has an active layer comprising a gallium nitride based semiconductor 
containing Indium and is capable of emitting a blue color light which spectrum has a peak wavelength 
within the range from 420 to 490 nm, b) said phosphor is a garnet fluorescent material activated with 
cerium which is capable of absorbing a part of the blue color light which spectrum has a peak wavelength 
within the range from 420 to 490 nm and thereby emitting light having a broad emission spectrum 
comprising a peak wavelength existing around the range from 510 to 600 nm and a tail continuing into the 
region from 700 to 750 nm, and c) said emission spectrum emitted from the garnet fluorescent material 
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activated with cerium and a spectrum of an unabsorbed light passed through said the garnet fluorescent 
material from said LED are capable of overlapping each other to make a continuous combined spectrum, 
which is white. 

Claims 2 and 4-8 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 because of their dependency 
status from claim 1.
